Muscular 'Repairs’ After Infantile 
Paralysis Require Great Skill

After the disease called in fan tile 
paralysis has wrought its ravages 
Upo n the body of the child or the 
adult, 
the 
orthopedic 
surgeon 
makes a study of the muscles an d 
nerves of the body to fmd out 
ex actly what harm has been don e. 
In this ex amin ation he studies, 
first o f all, the ability of the per­ 
ló n to walk an d the characteristics 
o f the limp which may be left by 
the disease. 
Then he carefully 
tests each o ne of the groups of 
muscles in the legs, an d in the 
arms, reco rding whether or n ot 
these muscles can fun ction at all 
and also by mean s of various 
ipring devices the amoun t of pow­ 
er that the muscles can ex ert. This 
Is a labo rio us an d time-con sumin g 
pro cess. In gen eral, the muscle 
gro ups are classified as n ormal, 
weak, very weak, or else as bein g 
witho ut power. 
Ex amin ation is 
also made of the spin e an d of the 
muscles of the abdomen . 
The deformities most frequen tly 
aeen are con tractures of the hip, of 
the knee, overex ten sion of the 
knee and of the feet, as well as 
defo rmities in the arms an d han ds. 
These deformities develop because 
o f the un balan ced action of the 
muscles—the on e that is paralyzed 
being un able to pull again st those 
that arc n ot paralyzed. 
As these 
muscles fail to be used, they ten d 
to degen erate so that con tractures 
o ccur and also fibrous chan ges.

After the specialist has deter­ 
mined ex actly how much damage 
has been don e, he then con siders 
the possibilities for brin gin g about 
relifïf or cure. 
His first step is 
usually the correction of deformi­ 
ties. Of course, if the orthopedic 
•urgeo n has been called in con sul­ 
tatio n early, he may preven t man y 
defo rmities by seein g to it that the 
tissues are kept in proper position 
during the acute stages of the dis­ 
ease. In the correction of the de­ 
fo rmities plaster casts, braces, an d 
iplints are used. 
Ho wever, in some in stan ces the 
defo rmity is so great that it is im­ 
po ssible to secure a successful re­ 
sult by this lon g procedure. 
A 
number o f surgical operation s have 
been develo ped which brin g about 
m mo re rapid result, although oc­ 
casio nally n ot so good a on e. 
Fo r ex ample, if the ligamen t in 
the back of the heel is un duly con ­ 
tracted o r if there has been a se­ 
vere con traction of the muscles of 
the calf o f the leg, it may be pos­ 
sible to len gthen these muscles by 
stretching them with weights.

is also possible, however, to secure 
lengthening by doin g an open op­ 
eratio n, ex posin g the ten don an d 
lengthening it.

One o f the most in terestin g of 
recently developed reparative op­ 
eratio ns is tran splan tation of mus­ 
cles in o rder to restore the balan ce 
o f muscle power. 
Un fortun ately 
these operation s are rarely com­ 
pletely successful. Ten or 15 years 
ago the possibility was approached 
with a great deal of en thusiasm, 
but n owadays we have begun to be 
able to evaluate the results. 
In so me of these operation s mus­ 
cles of o ne group which pull in a 
certain direction may be released 


from their attachmen ts an d attach­ 
ed to other bon es so as to pull 
in the opposite direction . Obvious­ 
ly such an operation deman ds a 
thorough kn owledge of the mus­ 
cles an d of the mechan ics of mus­ 
cle action . In the forearm, for ex ­ 
ample, the muscles may be shifted 
about at the will of the surgeon 
to replace those that are paralyzed 
Before a muscle is moved, how­ 
ever, It must be determin ed that it 
has the power to do the work that 
will be deman ded of it in its n ew 
location an d that it will be pos­ 
sible In this n ew location to give it 
a relatively straight pull so that it 
can work at a good mechan ical ad- 
x ’an tage. On e must also be certain 
that the muscle for which it is be­ 
in g substituted is completely with­ 
out fun ction an d that it will n ot 
regain its power after rest.

; course, should this occur, 
a n ew 
muscle imbalan ce will be develop­ 
ed in an other direction .
